In the order read as second paper, Government amended Clause 7 of 
the " Code of Regulations of Engineering and Commercial Institutions for 
recognition " laying down that institutions housed in rented buildings, seeking 
continuance of existing recognition or fresh recognition should produce 
consent letters from the owners of the buildings, to the effect that the build 
ing has been let out for running the institution and also the period for which 
it has been rented out for that purpose. Government have since received 
numerous representations fiom the Private Technical Institutions pointing 
out that the above order has virtually placed them at the mercy of the 
owners. They have , therefore, requested that the above orders may be 
cancelled . 

2. Taking into consideration the difficulties pointed out in these repre 
sentations and the need to give encouragement to these technical institutions 
which are rendering good work in this State , Government have reviewed the 
orders issued in G. O. MS. No. 44/Edn . dated 21-1-1964. 

3. Government consider that Private Technical and Commercial Insti 
tutions which are occupying rented buildings on the date ofthis Government 
order should be exempted from the condition of procuring consent letters 
from the owners. Under the provisions of the Kerala Buildings (Lease and 
Rent Control) Act, 1959 , owners have sufficient remedies for evicting tenants 
for certain specified reasons. Institutions seeking recognition , hereafter , 
should however enter into a tenancy arrangement and produce a copy thereof. 
The new applicants for recognition , are advised to sign , lease deeds in dupli 
cate , one copy of which should be retained by the owner, and the other by 
the tenant. On the basis of the tenant s copy, the question of recognition 
will be considered .

AWARD 
By Government order No. 1279 dated 25-4-1964 of Health and Labour 
( H ) Department, Government of Kerala , referred the dispute between the 
parties described above for adjudication to the Industrial Tribunal 
Ernakulam . Consequent to the abolition of the Industrial Tribunal,

2. The Secretary of the Ernakulam Press workers Union submitted 
the claim statement in which it was contended as follows: 

Issue No. I. The Binding works was a part and parcel of the printing 
press by name St. Francis De Sales Press, Broad -way , Ernakulam . The 
workers mentioned in the reference order were permanent workers of the 
Management doing binding work under them . On 9-8-1963, there was a 
settlement between the union and the Management with regard to certain 
demands made by the union for and on behalf of the workers . After the 
settlement, the Management quite unreasonably closed the binding works 
giving notice of the same on 10-11-1963. The closure was a pure act of 

ictimisation since the Management was embittered against the workers for 
joining the trade union . Since the closure is illegal, arbitrary and capricious , 
the Management may be ordered to pay heavy compensation to the 
concerned workers. 

3. Issue No. II. The concerned workers have got a service ranging 
between 8 to 13 years in the concern . Their services are continuous and 
uninterrupted . The workers were retrenched unjustifiably and ro retrench 
ment compensation was paid . As long as the workers are retrenched 
without any reason and that too without retrenchment compensation , the 
retrenchment is illegal and arbitrary . Therefore, the workers must be 
deemed to be in the service of the employer till the provisions of law are 
complied with . The union concluded the statement with a prayer that the 
employer may be ordered to pay backwages to the workers and heavy 
retrenchment compensation . 

4. The Managementsubmitted their reply statement on 4-6-1964, in 
which they have alleged as follows: 

Issue No. I. The closure of the concern was necessitated since the 
Management wanted to stop all the extraneous activities within the family 
house. The binding works carried on in the residence of the Management 
was an independent enterprise and had nothing to do with the printing works 
carried on in Broadway , Ernakulam . The workers are entitled to get the 
compensation provided under law and nothing more . The closure is legal 
and bonafide and was effected in the trade interests of the employer. 

5. Issue No. II. The four workers who are referred to under this issue have 
only short periods of service under the Management. The workers were given 
notice pay and also compensation , but they refused to accept the compensa . 
rion for not fault of theNanagement. The retrenchment was legal and was 
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effected according to the provisions of Law . Thercfore, the workers are not 
entitled to any back wags. The Management concluded their statement 
praying that their contentions may be upl.eld . 

6. The union filed a rejoinder controverting all the allegations of the 
Management in their reply statement. The case came up for evid ince and the 
Union examined WWI.But on 31-12-1961 the parties concerned filed a joint 
Statement of settlement, which is shown below as Annexure. Since I find the 
terms and conditions of the joint Siatrment of Settlement to be just and 
rea onable I pass this award in term of the same. This award shall come into 
force on the expiry of 30 days afte its publication in the Government 
Gazette.

1. Toddy Depot licences shall ordinarily be issued to persons who have 
taken all the toddy shops of a Range or Ranges enbloc. 
2. The annual fee for a toddy depot shall be Rs. 150. 

The toddy depot licence shall be issued in the form appended and subject 
to the conditions mentioned therein .

The toddy depot shall be established in a central place in the tapping 
area enroute to the toddy shops. 

3. The licensee shall be permitted to send toddy only to the shops named 
above that have obtained licences from the Assistant Excise Commissioner of 
the Division concerned . 

4. The toddy depot shall be kept open only from 8 a. m . to 7 p . m . 

5. The toddy received should be securely kept until it is sent to the shops 
referred to either on the same day or on the following morning and the 
licensee shall not permit any toddy to be so removed except under transport 
permit issued by the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division concerned . 

6. The possession of any toddy except that to which the licence relates, 
is prohibited . The licensee shall not or knowingly permit any other person 
to mix in the toddy under his charge any ingredient pernicious to health . 

7. " The toddy possessed and issued by the licensee must be the same as 
has been received under condition 1. It thall not be adulterated or 
diluted with water or any other substance . Consignments as and when 
ieceived must be kept separately until they can be forwarded on the same 
day or the next morning. 

8. The possession of toddy outside the limit specified in the schedule below 
is prohibited . No toddy shall be sold at the Depot. 

9. The distillation of spirit from toddy is absolutely prohibited nor the 
licensee shall sell toddy to any person what so ever or allow any toddy to be 
disposed of excepting as permitted under condition 5 . 

10. A suitable building must be used of which the whole or part must be 
entirely set aside for use as a depot. If there are means of communications 
between the depot and an adjoining dwelling house, they must be kept 
locked up. The depot shall not be used as a place of residence . 

11. The depot shallnot be located in Municipalities or town or within 
two miles of the boundaries of any range or ranges for which the depot is 
sanctioned . 


12. A sign board must be affixed in front of the Depot showing the 
nature of licence , the number of the depot and the name of the licensee ; 
These particulars must be legibly painted in the local language . 

13. The licencemust be hung up in a conspicuous place within . 

14. The licensee shall be required to allow his depot premises to be freely 
inspected by officers of the Excise Department of and above the rank of 
Preventive Officers and by any Police Officer of and above the rank of a Sub 
Inspectory 
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15. An Inspection note book with pages numbered consecutively for 
inspecting oſlicers to enter their remarks in shall also be maintained in the 
depot. 

16. Pecuniary dealings of any kind whatever by the license with officials 
of the Excise Department are absolutely prohibitci. 

17. The licensee shall be bound to report all instances which may come 
to his knowledge of persons employed by him in the carriage of toddý, com 
mitting breaches of the Alkari or Opium Laws, and cornply with orders 
respecting the continued employment of such persons. No persons who have 
been convicted by a criminal court shall be ernployed in the carriage of 
toddy without previous permission . 

18. No person other than tappers bringing toddy to the depot or those 
who take the toddy from the Depot to the shops concerned or the depot 
keeper and his employees shall have access to the depot. 

19. This depot licence shall be in force only so long as the licences of the 
toddy shops referred to above are in force and the licensee shall not conduct 
transactions in his depot under cover of this licence in the event of the toddy 
shop licences being suspended or cancelled . If the toddy shop licenccs are 
suspended or cancelled the entire stock of teddy held by the licensee at the 
time of licences are suspended or cancelled shall forthwith be made over to 
the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division concerned together with 
the vessels containing the same to be disposed of as he may think fit . 

20. This licence is liable to be cancelled or recalled at any time on the 
requisition of the renter of the tu dy shops referred to when balances of 
toddy shall forth with be made over to the renter. Failure to do this will 
entail prosecution for illicit possession . 

21. The Commissioner may at any time, for sufficient reasons order the 
closing of the depot and this licence shall there upon be surrendered , pro 
vided that no such ord shall be passed without, giving the person to be 
affected an opportunity to show cause against the action proposed to be 
taken .
